extent of which cannot be ascertained in advance of project operations. 
T also find that this procurement is incident to development of 
highly technical equipment essential to an experimental, developmental 
and research program presently under procurement and which will 
result in operational activities; that it is in the interest of 
national defense and that it has been certified by the Director of 
Central Intelligence, wnder date of 2 June 1955, to be for objects of 
a confidential, extraordinary and emergency nature and therefore is 
within the preview of the procurement authority of the Agency as 
stated in Section 10 (b) of Public Law 110, 81st Congress.

460, would result in public 
disclosure of the nature and character of the equipment #s well as its 
intended use and would thereby jeopardize the eee classification 
of the project.
